When it comes to filmmaktng, you name it and Mike Jittlov has done it. He is an entire produc- 
tion crew wrapped into one incredibly creative genius. Back in 1971 at UCLA, he was majoring in 
mathematics and languages when he discovered he had an art requirement to fulfill. While the other 
Students in Animation 181A did pencil tests, Jittlov single-handedly produced his first film. The 
cartoon was so imaginative and energetic, UCLA blew it up to 35mm and entered it into the Academy 
Awards' Animation category, to which it made the finals. 

In the last ten years, Jittlov has produced several other amazing films, al] shorts, but all 
unforgettable! SWING SHIFT is a "stomp-motion" hoedown of clothes in a department store after mid- 
night. THE INTERVIEW, made as an adjunct to SWING SHIFT, after many hours of hard work and no 
Sleep, features Jittlov as Da Fantum in his second feature to make it to the Academy finals. His 
third Academy finalist was ANIMATO, an incredible montage of images created through the use of 
kenestasis, accompanied by a Petula Clark song. 

Disney Studios caught up with Jittlov in 1978, when they asked him to do something special 
for their "Mickey's 50th" TV presentation. After getting a creative free hand, Jittlov came up 
with MOUSE MANIA, in which he animated thousands of priceless pieces of Disney memorabilia and 
the first stop-motion animated Mickey Mouse. Disney called Jittlov back:in 1979 to do another 
Short on special effects, in which Jittlov himself ends up as an effect: THE WIZARD OF SPEED 
AND TIME. 

On all of his features, Jittlov has done most of the work, with a little help from a couple 
of friends. He also manages to do otherwise - expensive work for a fraction of the cost on his 
self-built (for $200) JACAMPAC (Jittlov Art Creation And Multi-Plane Animation Complex), on which 
he can duplicate almost anything done on a $15,000 commercial animation stand. What other miracles 
has he performed? Just ask the Wizard: the only thing he won't tell you is how to run on water! 
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All you aspiring artists, take heart. Michael Whelan is here to prove that if you are good and 
believe in yourself, you can make it. Michael began studying life drawing at fifteen, graduated 
college in 1973 with a Bachelor's degree in fine arts, and since has become the best in his field, 
according to his peers. In a relatively short period of time, he has achieved what many fan artists 
only dream about or say they "should" have accomplished. 

Whelan's first sales were at conventions like this one. The quality of his work is apparent 
in the fact that he frequently sold out his work at each convention. His first commercial -assign- 
ment was a paperback cover for DAW Books in 1974. The next year, he did three cover paintings for 
Marvel Comics magazine, KULL and the Barbarians. Since then he has produced over 90 science fiction 
and fantasy covers, the most notable being the Edgar Rice Burroughs John Carter of Mars series for 
Ballantine/Del Rey and his famous White Dragon cover for Anne McCaffrey's book. 

While Whelan's rise to stardom has been fast, it comes as no surprise when you read what the 
authors of the books he illustrates say about him. They all marvel at his remarkable style, which 
is at once simple yet perfect to the last alien detail. There is no exaggeration of anatomy; and 
best of all, Whelan reads and is true to the stories he illustrates, which apparently is an oddity 
in his profession. 

Whelan is the winner of the 1979 Hugo Award for Best Professional Artist from the World Science 
Fiction Convention. His latest project is a cover and several interior illustrations for The 
Vanishing Tower by Michael Moorcock. This Elric adventure is a limited edition published by Archival 
Press. 









[cast MARVEL COMICS GROUP. =| Artist, writer, colorist Jim Starlin started drawing at the tender age of eight, took a few 
20y| 18 Te MONTEETTT eunenneire oF life-drawing classes in college and worked up from fanzines to professional comics by 1972. His 
: first published art was a 2-page love story inked by Jack Able. 

Since that time, Starlin has been one of the few artists to have illustrated all the top heroes 
for both Marvel and DC Comics. He has done such titles as Master of Kung Pu, The Hulk, Captain 
Manvel, Dr. Strange, Warlock and DC Comics Presents Superman. 

Fans of his work know Starlin by his dynamic art style and his intelligent plots. Jim managed 
to insert an unusual and delightful amount of wit and originality in his stories, a lot of which 
escaped the bloodthirsty editorial fangs of the powers-that-be at Marvel. In fact, it was at the 
very first. Fantasy Fair back in 1975 that Stan Lee first learned of Starlin's 1,000 Cfowns satire of 
Marvel in Strange Tales/Wartock #181. 

Since Starlin swore off working on ordinary comic books in 1978, he has created some memorable 
features, including Epic 1lfustrated's Metamorphosis Odyssey, which has run since that magazines' 
beginning. 

Jim Starlin's latest projects include two books featuring the characters from Metamorphosis 
Odyssey: The Price, available from Eclipse Enterprizes now (see ad in this issue for ordering 
information), and a limited edition from Marvel called Dreadstan, which will be found only in comic 
stores. Jim is also soon to start a Captain Marvel book. 





All those who are familiar with STARLOG and FUTURE will undoubtedly know the name Kerry O'Quinn, 
publisher of these and many other magazines including CINEMAGIC, FANTASY MODELING and FANGORIA. 

Aman of many talents, O'Quinn has been art directing, filmmaking, painting, teaching, producing 
and publishing since his school days at the University of Texas, In 1972, he teamed with Norman 
Jacobs and launched their magazine publishing business with just $900 of their own money. O'Quinn's 
dream to create the first serious sf news and feature magazine became a reality in 1976, when the 
first issue of STARLOG appeared on the newsstands. The ACFF applauds Mr. O'Quinn in his sixth year 
of publishing the most popular sf magazine in the solar system. STARLOG Pxess is indeed respected 
as the formost publisher of SF, fantasy, and horror magazines. 

In addition to até his other duties, Kerry finds time to frequent fan conventions and start 
new projects, such as Comics World, a full-color, professional news and feature magazine covering 
the many facets of the world of comics. Comics World promises to be to comics what STARLOG is to 
the SF media. Mr. O'Quinn will tell us more details about his new publication this weekend. He has 
also brought along his new film STARLOG's Birthday Fantasy. Don't miss it!

Al Williamson began drawing comics when he was only seventeen years old. Inspired by the 
"Flash Gordon" serials with Buster Crabbe, he and his friend Frank Frazetta collaborated on 
several comic book stories in the early 1950's. When Al began drawing for the EC science fiction 
comics, his detailed and lyrical line work established him as one of the top artists in comics. 
His beautiful artwork graced the pages of several different publishers during the late 1950's and 
60's. In 1966, he realized a long-standing dream when he drew three issues of the "Flash Gordon" 
comic book, which are regarded by many as the ultimate in comic book illustration. 

Williamson later drew the’ "Secret Agent Corrigan" comic strip for a decade. Recently, Al 
has done outstanding adaptations of "The Empire Strikes Back" and "Flash Gordon" films, and 
he was chosen by George Lucas to draw the "Star Wars" comic strip. 





Rod Whigham may well be the best comic book artist in America, not yet employed by one of the 
major comic companies. Best known for his work on Lightrunner in Visions magazine, he has also 
done illustrations for GALAXY Magazine and Jove paperbacks. We think it’S a crying shame that an 
artist so good has such trouble getting work from the New York publishers. If you think Rod's 
work is aS good as most comics found on the newsstands today (we think it's better) then write 
either Jim Shooter at Marvel or Jeannette Kahn at DC and let them know how you feel! 

It's a little known fact that Rod's wife/girlfriend is Susan Barrows, the famous Red Sonja and 
Phoenix of several past Fantasy Fairs. Susan helps Rod with lettering and backgrounds and they 

work together in the raw. 





As much a tradition as the Fantasy Fair itself, Dr, Kenneth Smith is back for his seventh year. 
He is one of the most knowledgeable illustrators around and is always willing to give advice to 
fans, and explain his own marvelous techniques. 

Smith has had his work published in such magazines as Heavy Metal, Galaxy, Creepy and Eerie, 
instantly recognizable by his unique style. Most of Dr. Smith's work may be found in his own 
publication, Phantasmagonria, an oddity of comic publishing, in that he refuses to sacrifice quality 
for financial rewards. 

Smith is also a professor of Philosophy at Louisiana State University and is versed in history, 
social and political theory, ancient and modern civilizations as well as philosophy. These diverse 
influences account for the intelligence and complexity of his fables. Dr. Smith, as always, has 
brought quite a display of his own fantastic paintings and drawings and can be found in the dealers 
room most of the time. 





S.P. "Ted" Burkhalter was an inker for the Fleischer Studios back when they were making all the 
classic Popeye, Superman and Betty Boop cartoons. Ted has maintained his interest in art to this 
day. He now teaches art classes and is a school principal, and occasionally does freelance art 
assignments. Mr. Burkhalter will be doing sketches, selling matted drawings and answering 
questions about the "Golden Age of Animation."
